The latest reports from set­ 
tled legions east of the Cascades a re ' that 
large numbers of persons froze to death dur­ 
ing the late cola, protracted snow storm. 
A number of persons during tho continuance 
of the storm are known to have wandered 
off and perished 
Most of the todies of such 
persons have I •©en recovered since the snow 
disappeared 
Very recent inquiries among 
relatives and friends disclose the fact that 
many persons are st:ll missed, and their where­ 
abouts unknown. 
There can be no doubt as to 
the fate of these missing persona. 
The pre­ 
cise number of persons perishing will prob­ 
ably never be known, but it is large.

During the past six 
weeks heavy storms have prevailed through­ 
out Eastern Oregon and Washington Territory.

Cattle and horses perished by thousands from 
exposure and want of food. 
The loss of sheep 
and hogs, however, is reported much greater. 
In Crook county. Or , the percentage of loss 
is very large, but in Klamath county, just 
south, the loss is comparatively light.

total money value to stock raisers is difficult 
to estimate. 
The latest reports from set­ 
tled regions east of the Cascades are * that 
large numbers of persons froze to death dur­ 
ing the late cola, protracted snow storm. 
A num ber of persons during the continuance 
of the storm are known to have wandered 
off and perished. 
Most of the bodies of such 
persons havo been recovered since the snow 
disappeared. 
Very recent inquiries among 
relatives and friends disclose the fact that 
many persons are still missed, and their where­ 
abouts unknown. 
There can be no doubt as to 
the fate of these missing persons. 
The pre­

specialty. 
Tho interest m rasolierries lias de­ 
clined. The Doolittle black cap variety wherev­ 
er cared for was always tine and productive. 
The Turner produced a 
beautiful crop of 
rather small berries; the Cuthbert was prom ­ 
ising well. 
Grapes in Southern 
Minnesota, 
and in most parts of the state, were an extra­ 
ordinary crop, except in a few instances where 
they were affected with mildew or ro t 
The 
weather was favorable for the growth. 
Tne 
Concord was the loading variety under cultiva­ 
tion, while the Delaware stood 
next 
Tho 
Worden, on Mr. H arris’ place was bettor than 
any other variety. 
Tho Janesville was recom­ 
mended as an early grape.. 
Concerning apples Mr. Harris said, by the ap­ 
ple gauger or curculio hundreds of busLfls of 
DHence* ap] 1 -s were rendered worthless, aod 
other varities were more or less injured—prob­

where they were entered as the best selection 
of seedlinirs, and b»ok the first premium 
The Proctor seedlings, which took first pre­ 
mium at the winter meeting of this society 
two years ago, should also claim a share of 
public attention. 
Among tho older seedlings 
of this section of country, Mr. Sms had found 
nothing that suited him better than the Rol­ 
lins Pippin.

enough of the sorts in more general bearing to 
be able to show at the w orld's exposition nearly 
200 bushels in all. 
1 have not found a larger 
quantity, nor fin r specimens of apples on ex­ 
hibition at New Orleans iu the exhibits of any 
state, although some of them exceed us in 
number r>f varieties. 
Mr. Gibbs reports as his expenses $830.23 
and his receipts S2SL40. 
J. T. Grimes, treas- 
rer, then read his report for tlieyear: 
Receipts. 
$1 737.29; disbursements, $1,479.43; balance, 
$357. 8»>. 
The reserve fund amounts to $882.40. 
Gen Jennison read a telegram received by Gov. 
Hubbard from F. G. Gould, who has charge of 
the state horticultural exhibit at New Orleans, 
to the effect that for grapes Minnesota has 
been awarded three silver medals, and receives 
ten prizes in all; that the only other stato re­ 
ceiving medals is California; aud that “ wo 
break Ohio on Catawbaa.”

Eery thing 
is sacrificed to maintain their newly- 
gained position; money flows like water; 
the recently gotten wealth radishes, 
and m a few years the family dis­ 
appears from the avenue, to begin life 
mew m an humbler sphere. 
The his- 
:ory of the street abounds in such 
•ases. 
No wonder so many men living 
in these places have weary, careworn 
faces, restless glances and quick, ner­ 
vous ways. 
The strain they are living 
tiuder to keep their places in the avenue 
is too great.

I justness leavy and jaded in the morn­ 
ing after a night of fashionable dissipa­ 
tion, and the women sink into an indol­ 
ence, from which nothing can rouse 
them save a renewal of the excesses 
which caused their lassitude. 
They greatly err who imagine that 
the possession of a Fifth avenue man­ 
sion is, as a matter of course, to bo en­ 
vied. 
These 
splendid 
palaces hid > 
many aching hearts, and could tell 
many a tale of sorrow, aud even of 
shame, could they speak. 
Tho master 
of the house goes often to his business 
in the rnornirig with knit brows and a 
tragedy lurking in his heart, and re- 
turns with reluctant steps to his splen­ 
did palace in the evening, and malarae 
for all her gorgeous surroundings, fails 
:o wear a happy or contented look, and 
sighs as she thinks of the price .sue has 
paid for such luxury. 
Generally the 
skeleton is kept securely within tho 
closet, but sometines it will break forth 
aud then Fifth avenue is startled for a 
moment by its revelations. 
Sometimes 
the scandal is hushed up, but frequent­ 
ly the divorce courts are called in to 
straighten out. 
One does not see home life in its 
truest sense in the avenue.

Webster’s last speech in the Senate, delivered 
I think, in June, 1859, shows tho high ro p e t 
which he entertained for the fathers of our 
liberty, and hiH desire to treasure all memorials 
of their greatness. 
Henry clay had introduced 
i resolnt on providing for the original copy of 
Washington’s farewell address, and in advo­ 
cating its passage, ho said that, “ in hri parioi 
it Ashland he had a broken goblet, used as a 
drinking cup by Washington during his cam­ 
paign, which had been intrusted to Ins car© by 
in old lady, aud in tiiat parlor there was nulli­ 
ng so dear to h;m or to thos" who visited if, 
is that old broken goblet” Mr. Webster fol­ 
lowed. standing almost motionless, his body 
bent slightly forward, and his hands generally 
• behind his bark, as he uttered his patriotic 
and dignified words, 
i 
He said ho most cordially approved of th© 
resolution; hoped it would pass. 
Ho helieved 
it would gratify the country. 
He believed it 
would be gr at living to every man to have th» 
farewell address of Washington, written Ly his 
own hand, placed in the National library. 
Ho 
agreed with tho remarks of the senator from 
Kentucky in all he had said ab *ut tho pi isura 
1 which it afforded to view the small and even 
trifling relics of the great men of the past. He 
conceived there was no fooling more universal. 
! The senator from Kentucky had told the senate 
I of his having a goblet iu hrs house, and that it 
: was always an object gratifying to himself and 
| family, and to all who visiled him. 
He arose 
I principally to state an in ’ident corroborative of 
what 
tho 
senator 
had 
reh.ti 1. 
A bon* 
twenty-five years ago there was offered for 
sale to congress a small casket of medals 
which had belonged to tho cabinet of Wash­ 
ington. 
There were seven or eight of these 
medals voted by Congress to tho Generals of 
the revolution. 
They had boon struck in Paris, 
and the largest of them was to Washington, 
who had chosen for the obverse the sce.’.o of 
tiis entry into Boston after its evacuation by 
the British; the others were to Gates, Knox, 
aud otherals Generals. 
There were also some 
to Dr. Franklin and other m n of civil life. 
Washington had collected these, 
and 
had 
placed Yus owa likeness in tho center, and 
twelve others around his own, making in all, 
thirteen 
This 
collection Washington had 
kept; after his death it had passed into tho 
hands of his executor, and filially, from some 
cause, was offered for sale to ( ongress. 
A 
resolution was offered that they !»•• bought. 
The 
matter 
wa» 
debated in the 
otli'u 
house 
for two days, aud finally was laid 
on tho table by those wh * believed Congress 
had no constitutional power to buy them. 
Ho 
had 
kept 
his 
eye 
on 
them, 
and 
when Congress had refused, he sent a person 
and bought the cabinet. 
They were now at bis 
house, aud when persons from ail parts of tho 
country visited him. there was no object raoro 
interesting, and the lirst thing asked for is 
that small cabinet of medals collected by Wash­ 
ington. 
As Mr. Webster collected tangible 
mementos of Washington, so Americans new 
treasure up mementos of the “ Expounder of 
the Constitution,” and as they ga/o <*n them 
with reverence, their hun t-blood will warm, 
their pulses quicken, their leva of liberty 
deepen, and their aversion to tyranny increase. 
Always a true son to New England, ever de­ 
voted to the cause of National freedom, ever 
ready to serve his country in any capacity, 
though possessing talents tar beyond those of 
most of his associates, the name and famo ol 
Daniel Webster will ever be admired and re 
spected.

School In the New Building* 
Monday morning, of this week, 
was an occasion long to be remem­ 
bered by the pupils of the public 
schools of this city. 
It was the oc­ 
casion of the removal from the old 
school building, on Sixth street, to 
the elegant high school building, 
which has just i>een completed. 
The building, just vacated, has long 
been too smell and cramped to ac­ 
comodate the scholars, and tor the 
teachers to do justice to the pupils. 
Therefore the thoughts of the com­ 
ing removal to their now elegant 
quarters, with its modern improve­ 
ments, spacious apartm ents, etc., 
Rad made the average pupil “ too 
full for utterance,’’ and Monday 
morning, although the weather was 
bitter cold, the scholars were at 
their old quarters at an early hour, 
getting in readiness for the remov­ 
al*' A t-n in e o’clock the different 
teachers formed tlnur scholars in 
line/afid marched in a body to the 
new building. 
The citizens of

way into the room that is to be oc­ 
cupied by the high school scholars, 
where they were formed into rows 
and packed closely together, and by 
tight squeezing, they were all got- 
en in, three hundred in all.

exercises were opened by prayer 
from Rev. Dr. Hawley, who was 
followed by Rev. N. B. Kelly, in a 
few very pleasing and instructive 
remarks to the pupils. \V. A. Flem ­ 
ing, 
county 
superintendent 
of 
schools, was called upon for re­ 
marks in honor of the occasion, 
and he responded 111 his usual easy 
and suave manner, 
Editor Stivers 
also gave the scholars a few, short 
remarks, complimenting them on 
their new quarters, pleasant su r­ 
roundings and the superior advan­ 
tages the pupil of the present dav 
had over those enjoyed by their pa­ 
rents. 
A. W. Frater, on behalf of 
the school board, was called upon 
and in a few words he impressed 
upon the minds of the scholars the 
necessity of education, the pride 
which they should have in keeping 
the building in good condition, and 
explained how the hoard had exert­ 
ed themselves in giving to them the 
fine surroundings which had been 
th at day turned over to to their 
keeping. 
Prof. 
W ilson followed 
these speakers in a reply, on behalf 
the different schools, after which 
came singing by the pupils of Miss 
H aw ley’s school, and then from 
the scholars of the high school. 
After the exercises were finished, 
the teachers conducted the pupils 
to their several rooms, where they 
were assigned their places, 
after 
which they were dismissed for noon. 
The school building is one of the

Gen. IL E. Colston, late of the Egyptian Gen­ 
eral Staff, says intheSept«ml>cr Century: 
“In 
the ‘Waterless Land,’ water is the paramount 
question. 
If it l>e asked how a largo lindy, of 
Bedouins like the 10,000 who nearly destroyed 
the British squares at Tamai, manage to sub­ 
sist, the reason is plain. 
In the Kist placo, 
they do not need the enormous trains’required 
fo ra European army. 
They are the most ab­ 
stemious of men. 
Each man carries a skin of 
water and a small bag of grain, procured by 
purchase or barter from caravans. 
Their 
cam els and goats move with them, supplying 
tbtnn with milk and meat, and subsisting upon 
the scanty herbage and the foliage of the thorny 
mimosa, growing in secluded wadies. 
As to 
water, they know- every nook and hollow in 
the mountains, away from the trails, where a 
few barrels of water collect in some shaded ra­ 
vine, and they can scatter, every man for him ­ 
self, to fill thcii water-skins." 
Besides, the 
Bedouins, accustomed from infancy to regard 
w ater as most precious and rare, use it with 
most wonderful economy. 
Neither men or 
animals drink more than once in forty-eight 
hours. 
As to washing tliev never eodulge in 
such wasteful nonsens 3. 
When Bedouins came 
to my camp, water was always offered them. 
J heir answer would 
frequently be; 
‘No, 
thanks; I drank yesterday.’ 
They know too 
well the importance of keeping up the habit of 
abstemiousness. 
No wonder they can subsist 
where invade!s would quickly perish.”

Young farm animals of any class should havo 
iccees to water, especially in warm weather, 
however abundant be the supply of milk fur­ 
nished by their dams or fed them f rom the pail. 
They may do well without water, but our ob­ 
servation is that quite young animals ofter 
drink w ater freely and wifh decided relish, even 
when they have an abundance of milk.
